Miners Say They Belong to the Har- 
ness—Operators Dissent. 


ALTOONA, Penn., April 9.—Until the 
question of whether or not a bridle is a 
part of a set of harness. has been settled 
1,200 bituminous miners at Ahe -13 opera- 
tions of the Beech Creek Coal and Coke 
Compgny at Patton,.Cambria County, and 
Arcadia, Indiana County, will remain idle.. 


The drivers at those mines say a bridle 
is part of the harness, and since the Al- 
toona cnarvontten “stated that drivers shall 
not harness or unharness the mules, they 
refuse to put the bridle on.

That the iabor dnpions have created 

& condition of distrust and uncertainty 

in the building trades is “too obvious 


to need discussion. It is not 4. 
question of .wakes..,That, indeed, is, 


the least part of it. Millions .of 
doliars .of waiting capital would go 
into building Gperations.with avidity if 
a state of stable equilibrium.in the labor 
market, or anything» approaching. it, 
could be insured. -It would even take 
the risk of any disagreements which 
whight arise between ‘contractors ‘and 
‘thetr workmen over questions connected 
with the work immedietely tin hand.« The 
efernént of uricertainty which carfiot be 
provided for in calculations ts the sym- 
pathetic strike. .This is the X in the 
equation, and its value remains inde- 
terminate. 

Mr. BUCHANAN, President of the Inter- 
national Association of Bridge and Struc-

THE CHINESE INDEMNITY. 

The explanation from Washington of 
our attitude in respect to the Chinese 
indemnity is. calculated to clear up sev+ 
eral miscgnceptions. Readers of news- 
papers generally took their views of that 
attitude’ from a Shanghai dispatch to 
The Lotidon Times. The dispatch set 
forth that, since the protocol provides 





“that the indemnity shall be. payable in 
“gold, or at the rates of exchange corre- 


sponding. to the dates of maturity, “‘ the 
action of the Améfican Government is 
equivalent to a declaration that the oth- 
er tem Powers have’ ‘misconstrued ‘the 
protocol, and complicates future negotia- 
tions." : 

But not at all. The official explanation 
shows that this is a complete mistake. 
We acknowledge that the other ‘ten 
Powers would be within their rights it 
they held China to the letter of the pro- 
tocol, and demanded their respective 
pounds of flesh, and that we should be 
within ours if wé todk that course. We 
simply, decline, .for our.a@wm, part, to 
hold China to the letter of her agree- 
ment. Already, and at the time, we ex- 
pressed our apprehension that the in- 
derhnity exacted was beyond China's 
ability to pay. We went so far as to de- 
clare our own willingness to take our 
share of the indemnity, not in money at 
all, but in an enlargement of. ¢¢mmer- 
cial privileges which should \be Open to 
all the trading nations. ° Since then the 
decline in the exchangeable value of ‘ail- 
ver has been more rapid than anybody 
expected when the protocol was signed, 
China declares her inability to pay now 
that this additional burden is laid upon 
her. It is at least evident that the. col- 
lection of the revenue needed to meéet 
the indemnity is made the occasion of 
great. extortion and hardship to the 
Chinesé taxpayers, the responsibility of 
which is put upon the “ foreign deviis.’”’ 
and increases the odium in which they 
were already held. 

We do not, it appears, object’ to the 
enforcement of the very hard bargain 
driven with China by any Power which 
chooses to play the part.of Shylock. We 
simply decline‘for our oWn sh&re to play 
that part. "We prefer to give the Chinese 
to undefstend that the phrase “ Chris- 
tian civilization” ‘means Jomething , fh 
our motith) if it 46. not in tie mouth ‘of 
ally. other of the “ Chitstian’’ Powers.
